WDGE COBB \MAKES 4 STATEMENT 


And Says He Drank Beef Tea During His 
Bpeech—Wateon and Boatner Have 
a Lively Little Spat.

Washington, August 2.— (Special.) — 
Last night's caucus failed to have the 
effect anticipated upon the house. The 
world's fair people declined to be bound 
by its acts. They seem to have resolved 
on a rule or ruin policy, determined to 
secure an appropriation at any cost. As 
u consequence the filibustering was contin- 
ued today and absolutely nothing was 
accomplished by the house. This was 
the seventh day of the filibustering. The 
liouse and the country are sorely tired of 
it: 

Speaker Crisp has made every possible 
effort to effect a compromise of some kind 
between the warring factions but up to 
date without result. ‘Today, however a 
resolution was adopted revoking all leaves 
of absence and requiring members to re- 
turn at once and in case of failure to do 
so, the sergeant-at-arms is instructed to 
send’ deputies to all parts of the country 
and arrest them. Tonight the speaker 
himself sent dispatches to all the absent 
members instructing them to return to 
Washington on the first trains and that 
their presence was necessary. With a 
ful, attendance the deadipck can be 
broken, but it might be before the absen- 
tees get here. 

All Compromise Efforts Fail. 

A committee of five each from the two 
factions were in session this afternoon 
attempting to effect a compromise. It 
falled today; but will meet again at 9 
o' clock tomorrow morning. The fair peo- 
ple seem determined to have the money, 
and up to date have shown no disposition 
to yield; but tonight they are beginning 
to realize that they must either yield in 
part or lose all. Still no one can tell any- 
thing about the result. The fight might 
end tomorrow and it might last all sum- 
mer. 

Watson Only Hurt Himself. 

The committee investigating Watson's 

wholesale charges of drunkenness in the 


“fiouse finished taking testimony today, 
‘The report will be made to the house to- 
morrow or Thursday. 
by Chairman Boatner and will state that 
Watson’s charges are totally unfounded 
and were willfully and maliciously false, 
or words to that effect. Watson has fail- 
ed to justify his wholesale charges. Judge 
Cobb has been totally. vindicated, and no 
one realizes that more than Watson. The 
young man has put his foot into it and has 
destroyed himself. The meeting of the 
committee this morning was the most sen- 
sational yet. First, Judge Cobb made a 
statement which proved the charge against 
him utterly false. He said he drank sev- 
eral cups of beef tea during his speech, 
and towards the latter part sipped a small 
quantity of whisky a friend had placed 
‘upon his desk in a similar cup to that 
from which he had taken beef tea. When 
Watson was called to the stand to close 
the investigation, he said he had no inten- 
tion of bringing odium upon Judge Cobb, 
A Spirited Examination. 

“But if you did not intend to reflect up- 
on Judge Cobb,” asked Chairman Boatner, 
“whom did you intend to reflect upon?” 

Watson attempted to avoid the question 
by going off into a discussion of the polit- 
ical revolution which he declared had re- 
sulted in the new party of which he is a 
member, but Mr. Boatner would not al- 
low that and forced him to say whether 
he intended to arraign the house. 

“Yes, sir, I did,’ answered Mr. Wat- 
son, with a display of petulance. 

Watson then attempted to go off into 
another discourse, but the chairman again 
called him down. This time Mr. Watson 
showed much temper. He was being 
hemmed in, his charges had been shat- 
tered to the winds, and he seemed to 
think he could save himself by accusing 
the chairman of being counsel for the 
defense, instead of a judge. 

“The chair,” said Mr. Boatner, with ex- 
asperating coolness, “does not care to

PINKERTON’S STANDING ARMY. 


Mr. Sherman Wants the Inquiry Postponed. 
Bat Other Senators Differ with Him. 


Washington, August 2.—The attendance 
of senators today was still smaller than 
esterday or during most of last week. 
here were present during the opening pro- 
ceedings ten senators on the republican side 
and six on the democratic side. These mem- 
bers, however, gradually inereased till 
they were nearly doubled. The vice presi- 
dent laid before the senate the resolution 
reported yesterday for the appointment of 
a select committee of seven senators on 
the employment of Pinkerton detectives 
in labor troubles. Mr. Sherman stated the 
reason why he thought the question should 
not be taken up now. In the first place, 
the house of -representatives had already, 
in a very fair and dispassionate way, taken 
up the question and examined into the mat- 
ter. Then the subject involved to some ex- 
tent fhe domain of a sovereign state. The 
offense referred to in the resolution had 
originated in an old and well ordered com- 
munity. A third reason why it should not 
be acted on now was that the senate itself 
was half alive and half dead, waiting to 
close its session in peace and with hardly 
enough senators present to constitute a 
quorum. Still he was bound to say that 
the principal question raised as to whether 
any man or corporation might employ 
arined men was a very important one. He 
doubted whether any corporation had the 
right to hire such janissaries. He hoped that 
the resolution would be allowed to go over 
till the next session. 

Mr. Palmer replied to Mr. Sherman’s ob- 
jections aud favored the proposed investi- 
gation, saying that the importance of it 
could not be overstated. The country 
would be startled at the amount of infor- 
mation that would be collected, as to the 
extent to which such dangerous semi- 
political aui semi-military organizations, 
responsible neither to God, nor to man 
were employed. ‘They ought to be hunted 
down as “enemies of mankind.” 

Mr. Vest also favored the proposed in- 
vestigation, und said that the Pinkerton 
force had cea to be a detective burean, 
and was now a standing army.

These people had been faithful, diligent 
in business, economical and frugal, and they 
had conceived the idea that they had the 
right to fix with their employers a certaiu 
basis of wages.

JONES_IS SARE, 


Great as Expected. 
THE RETURNS NOT ALL RECEIVED, 


Which Gives the Kolbites an Ex- 
cuse to Talk. 


THEY ARE NOW GRYING FRAUD. 


ne Latest Returns from the Various 
Counties—Twenty-Four Yet to Hear 
from—The Legislature Safe. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 2.—(Special.) 
The returns from yesterday’s election re- 
ceived to a late hour last night were 
from the cities and towns and indicated 
a very large majority for Governor Jones 
and the state ticket. The cities and 
towns were all understood to be for Jones 
and the only surprise felt was the rather 
unexpectedly large majorities in many of 
them for the organized democracy. 

The returns, however, received through- 
out today up to a late hour tonight have 
given hope to Kolb and his ticket and 
he is now claiming his election. Unoffl- 
cial reports have been received from a 
total of nineteen counties of which Kolb 
has carried fourteen and Jones five. The 
counties carried by Jones are Montgom- 
ery, Russell, Bullock, Jefferson and Wil- 
eox, giving a total majority of 14,600 for 
Jones, while the Kolb counties are Talla- 
poosa, Chilton, Tuscaloosa, Butler, Eto- 
wah, Macon, Lee, Randolph, Morgan, 
Marshall, Elmoré, Chambers and Green, 
giving a majority for Kolb aggregating 


10,000, 
Raising a Cry of Fraud. 

Kolb is charging fraud in the election 
in the black belt counties, which were 
carried by the organized democracy, and 
he declares that he has already sufficient 
proof to establish wrong doing. His state 
committee had issued instructions to the 
Kolbites in every county in the state to 
have five men as a committee at every 
polling place to keep a tally sheet of the 
vote polled, and to preserve it for record. 
This, Kolb’s friends claim, has been gen- 
erally done and they claim that they have 
evidence of fraud in nearly every voting 
precinct in the black belt. 3 

Information was received here last 
night of an incident in Selma showing 
that Kolb’s committee instructions were 
followed in that city and illustrated the 
feeling of the organized demacrats toward 
such “spotters.”” After the polls had been 


the Kolb man, who, by the way, is a man 
of undoubted courage, and grabbing the 
tally sheets from his hand, tore them to 
pieces. The incident caused intense ex- 
citement for a time and a riot was nar- 
rowly averted. 

Kolb claims that he will have a major- 
ity of the legislature on joint ballot, but 
the Jones men deny this, as half of the 
senate holds over and they do not be- 
lieve it is possible for him to capture more 
than thirty or forty at the highest of 
the 100 members of the house. 


Increase in Jones's Vote. 5 

In addition to other counties, late re- 
turns show that Governor Jones has car- 
ried Calhoun by a majority of 416, Mon- 
roe by 300, Lowndes by 2,035 and Sum- 
ter by 300. 

The state executive committee received 
a telegram tonignt from Hale county 
which states that the county will be 
carried by Jones and that the legislative 
ticket of the organized democracy is safe. 

For Kolb, late reports give him the fol- 
lowing additional counties: Walker by 
300, Crenshaw 1,000, Cullman 300, Lime- 
stone 1,800 and Cherokee 900. 

The Kolb people are more hopeful to- 
night and they cite the early returns of 
the last state election in Louisiana which 
gave McEnerg a big majority ‘which sub- 
sequent returns whittled down to a 
defeat and the election of Murphy Foster. 
They say it will be the same in Alabama. 

What's Back of It All. 

The result of the election in this state 
means more than the election of Jones 
or the defeat of Kolb. 

It reaches far beyond the present and, 
while there will probably be a contest in 
many of the counties, particularly those 
of the black belt, over the vote as re- 
turned thoughtful men feel that the next 
congressional contest will see a Kolb dem- 
ocrat running in each of the nine districts 
of the state, and with a three-cornered 
fight, the chances of electing republicans 
in several of these districts will be good.

Birmingham, Ala,, August 2.—(Special.)—

G. Smith, of the state @emocratic executive 
committee, says that tha democrats will 
control the legislature, The whites seem 
to have about equally divided between 
Jones, the regular nominee for governor, 
and Kolb, the bolter; and a majority of the 
negroes. voted the demoeratic ticket.

Suicide of a Plumber In Augusta Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


GULPS DOWN AN OUNCE OF POISON, 


A Baby Drinks Kerosene Oil and Dies of 
Strangulation—The High License 
Question—Other Notes.

Augusta, Ga., August 2.— (Special.) —Mr. 
George F. Strauss, a plumber, committed 
suicide today by taking an overdose of 
zaudanum. He left home apparently in 
good spirits this morning. On his way up 
town he purchased a two-ounce vial of 
laudanum. At the shop he showed the bot- 
tle of poison to John Franklin, his negro 
workman. Franklin told Mr. Strauss not 
to drink the stuff for if it killed him they 
might accuse him of murder. Mr. Strauss 
sent the ‘negro out about 2 o’clock to com- 
plete a job of work. When Franklin re- 
turned to the shop two hours later he found 
Strauss lying unconscious on the floor and 
an empty laudanum phial by his side. 
Franklin gave an alarm and it was quick 
ly discovered that the dying man had taken 
an overdose of the deadly drug. 

Drs. Wright ‘and ‘Lamb were called in 
and they werked hard te check the influence 
of the poison, but without avail, as they 
say the drug ‘had been in his blood two 
hours before they«reached him. 
At 2 o'clock he removed to the hos 
pital and after a Ward e to resusci- 
tate him he died at 6 wel this evening. 
No cause is known for Mr. Strauss’s act. 
He was about fifty-five years old and 
leaves a wife and six children. 

Died from Strangulation. 

A two-year-old girl of Rosa Marshall, 
a negress, who lives on Dugas street, met 
with a horrible death this afternoon by 
strangulation and congestion. The mother 
left her babe in a m alone to go in the 
garden. to hang out clothes. During her 
short absence the infant found a can of 
kerosene on the floor and drank an unknown 
quantity of the oil When Rosa returned 
to the 1 she found her child strangling 
and she died soon after from congestion. 

Capture of a Burglar. 


Will Jackson, a negro burglar, broke into 
J. M. Frank’s Broad street store last night 
and stole two gold watches and other jew- 
elry. The robbery was first discovered this 
morning and the police were put to work 
on the case.

The High License Question. 


Councilman Elliott’s high license ordi- 
nance introduced in the council yesterday 
has not created as big a sensation as ex- 
pected. The liquor men are not at all dis- 
turbed and feel satisfied that council will 
never pass the ordinance in its present 
shape, which places severe restrictions upon 
those in the whisky business. Some of the 
requirements of the ordinance are looked 
upon as farcical.

Useful Citizen, 


AND A NOBLE CAREER IS ENDED. 


He Oame to Atlanta in 1870, and for More 
Than Twenty-Two Years Was a 
Resident Practitioner. 


Atlanta bas lost another prominent and 
useful citizen in the death of Dr. Stainback 
Wilson. 

Following so closely upon the death of 
Professor Isham it is sad indeed. It takes 
from the active service of their fellow cit- 
izens two liberal-hearted and useful men— 
a distinguished educator, who instructed 
the youth of the city, and a prominent phy-

sician, who administered to the wants of 
the sick. 

Dr. Wilson was well known in Atlanta 
and throughout the state and was univer- 
sally respected for his eminent ability and 
useful services. 

He lived in sympathy and touch with the 
great masses of the people and was equally 
as ready to serve the poor as the rich. Gen- 
tle and sympathetic in his manner he al- 
ways carried sunshine into the sickroom 
and the effect of his presence was an excel- 
lent supplement to his prescriptions. 

He never ignored an appeal of suffering 
and frequently sacrificed his personal com- 
fort to minister to the wants of his charity 
patients. The great heart of the people, 
therefore, goes out in sympathy to the be- 
rtaved household and beats for them in 
their great affliction. 

Throughout a life of three score years, 
during which time Dr. Wilson enjoyed a 
r-markable career as the result of his ear- 
nest and diligent labor, he was never in 
court either as the plaintiff or defendant in 
any proceeding. Pacific in his disposition 
he had no love of litigation and always 
settled his difficulties by, peaceable adjust- 
ment, 

Ile was a physician of rare skill and spil- 
ity and was the first to introduce the Tur- 
kish bath into the city. 

His death came peacefully yesterday morn- 
ing after a long and protracted illness, and 
surrounded by his family, who were sum- 
moned to his bedside in the early watches, 
he breathed his last and the heart of the 
great physician finished its long count. 

A Sketch of His Life. 

Dr. Stainback Wilson was born in Augus- 
ta, Richmond county, Georgia, on the 25th 
day of December, 1821. His early school 
days were spent in Augusta, Wrightsboro 
and Crawfordville, where he received the 
rudiments of a good English education. 
He began his medical studies under the 
direction of his father, Who was an emi- 
nent and successful practitioner, but was 
indebted to Hon. A. II. Stephens for a loan 
of money sufficient to complete his educa- 
tion. The money, however, was returned 
in a few: years from the rev enue of a good 
practice, After graduating in 1846 from 
the medical college in Augusta he went to 
Marengo county, Alabama, and there re- 
mained for two years. He then ravrned 
to his native state and continned his prac- 
tice in the neighborhood of Columbus, Ga. 
Returning to Alabama in 1850 he was 
united in marriage to Miss M. E. Loftin. 

When the war broke vut he lost no time 
in donning the regimentals of a confederate 
officer, and leaving for the scenes of active 
strife in Virginia, he eneved upon bis du- 
ties as surgeon in one of the Richmond 
hospitals. Atter serving for several 
mouths and winaing the vonfidence and love 
of his associates he was transferred to the 
Jackson hospital near Wind. During 
his term of service in the hospitals he treat- 


ed every form of ‘typhoid fey er, erxsipelas, 


gangrene, smallpox and other diseases re- 
quiring the skill of an able and enupetent 
physician. In 1864, at his own request, 
he was assigned to duty as a surgeon of 
the Fortieth Georgia regiment under Gen- 
eral Hood, near Atlanta, where he remained 
in active service until the fall of the city. 
He was left with a number of we utded 
soldiers near Jonesboro. Ga., and fell into 
the hands of General Sherman. 

Dr. Wilson, throughout his long career, 
was a close and earnest student, and made 
a point to keep — with the strides of 
his profession. ven after quitting the 
active practice he devoted a considerable 
part of his time to the reading of maga- 
zines and papers that were published in 
the interest of medical science. A man 
of rare literary gifts he was a frequent 
contributor to scientific and medical jour- 
nals, and was the author of a book entitled, 
“Woman’s Home Book of Health.“ He 
was the editor of Godey’s Lady's Book 
in the first original health department. that 
was ever opened in any American magazine. 
He was also a contributor to The Weekly 
Constitution, and the products of his pen 

were eagerly read by the subscribers of 
that paper. During the latter years of 
his life the correspondence that grew out 
of his practice extended from Maine to 
California, and letters of grateful thanks 
and acknowledgement were received in 
the course of every mail. 

He introduced the Turkish bath in the 
city and for several years enjoyed a suc- 
cessful management in the cure and treat- 
ment of a large number of patients. 

Dr. Wilson embraced the Christian reli- 


gion in the early part of his life and was | 


received into the Methodist church in 1844 
by Bishop George F. Pierce. He contin- 
ued an active and devout member of that 
denomination until 1888, when falling vpen 
a copy of Carson on Baptism” he was er- 
suaded to accept the views and embrace 
the doctrines of the Baptist church. He 
was immersed on a very cold morning in 
December, 1858, by Rev. C. Willis, and 
entered immediate! upon the duties of an 
active life in the church.“ 

Dr. Wilson has left to the city the record 

a good and useful citizen and to his 
children the mantle’ of a pure and exalted 
Christian life. Such a man will te greatly 
missed and his memory as a true and u ur 
right physician will be n. by his f 
low citizens.

Mr. Be 0 Work. 
Congressman. Watson’s labors in the 


house, and his uterary efforts out of it, 


have been somewhat mystifying at times 
and difficult to follow, but the culminat- 
ing climax has come at last, and his 
admirers see him looming up in a blaze 
of glory. 

During the present session Mr. Watson 
has failed to obtain financial relief for 
his constituents, and in fact he has not 
been successful with any of his proposed 
reforms, but he can at least boast that 
he has slandered and defied his. brother 
members, insulted the good people of 
Alabama, and set afloat an unpleasant 
rumor concerning a representative who is 
in every respect his superior. 

Boil down Mr. Watson’s book, and sum- 
marize the pending investigation by a 
house committee, and what is the out- 
come? Simply that one day when Mr. 
Cobb, of Alabama, was making a long 
speech he was seen to drink something 
out of a cup that was supposed to be a 
stimulant. Scores of the best men in the 
house testified that Mr. Cobb was not 
under the influence of liquor, that he was 
physically exhausted, and in their judg- 
ment he needed a stimulant. This is all 
there is in this tremendous investigating 
flurry, but Mr. Watson feels that he has 
put in his work all the same. He has 
practically succeeded in trying Mr. Cobb 
for drunkenness before congress with the 
American people looking on. The com- 
plete vindication of the accused does 
not set him right. A good man, sensitive 
and proud of his past record, wants to 
be above suspicion, and it mortifies him to 
have a pack of snarlers snapping at his 
heels. Sometimes a charge of this sort, 
though disproved, ruins a man’s useful- 
ness, and clouds his whole life. 

But suppose it had been proved that 
one congressman on one occasion was 
under the influence of liquor in a slight 


degree? When Bismarck was prime min- 


ister he drank brandy during his speeches 
in the German parliament. Some of our 
greatest statesmen have done the same 
thing during their public speeches, and 
some of them have been known to get 
drunk. They were not hounded down 
for it, and their colleagues did not write 
it up in a book, nor get the matter before 
an investigating committee. 

Mr. Watson stands alone in this busi- 
ness, and if there is any glory in it he 
is entitled to all of it. Discredited by the 
committee and the house, with overwhelm- 
ing testimony against him, we do not see 
what use he can make of the incident 
beyond wantonly insulting and wounding 
the feelings of those who have neither in- 
jured nor provoked such a contemptible 
display of small malice and meanness. 

As for Mr. Cobb it is needless to say 
that the people of Alabama will continue 
to elect him by large majorities. A mem- 
ber of an honored family, with a lofty 
character, and with talents of the high- 
est order, his shining record of public 
service should be a sufficient answer to 
idle rumors and false charges.

Her 
husband having deserted her and gone to live 
with another who she believed had come be- 
tween her and her husband, worked up to a 
frenzy as she was, she seeks revenge, and 
for it she is forced into the jail with all the 
rough criminals of the country, and with her 
an innocent sick babe. 
been put over her or could she not have been 
sent to the hospital, where she could have had 
some attention and comforts for the little 
babe? 

And now, Mr. Editor, is there no remedy. 
Must this weak, heart-broken woman suffer 
for an offense that a man would not have 
been arrested for? Has our Christian civili- 
zation come to such a point. I am not finding 
fault because we justify men in revenging 
a ruined home; I say it is right, but I am 
unwilling under like circumstances to see a 
woman thrown into an iron cell with an inno- 
cent sick babe for seeking revenge for the 
same offense. I believe in the enforcement of 
law, but I believe in the protection of the 
sanctity of the home, be the aggrieved party 
man or woman. 

Will not the good people of Atlanta come to 
the help of the little babe and soothe the sor- 
rows of the deserted and heart-broken wo- 
man? I am willing to contribute to have her 
kept at some suitable place. If imprisoment 
must be bad, or if a reasonable bond must be 
made, I am willing to join with several 
gentlemen and make her bond. This thing 
has stirred my indignation and without in- 
terest or knowledge of the parties I cannot 
set silent and see this cruel drama enacted.

Pulling Together. 
REDUCTIONS IN FREIGHT DEMANDED. 


Business Men Do Not Expect Them to 
Be Made in a.Sweeping Way, 
bus Gradually. 


Atlanta’s merchants are going to make 
common cause and get more favorable 
freight rates. 

All are aware of discriminations against 
Atlanta and in favor of neighboring cities 
in a general way. Each knows of instances 
in his own line of business, 

Efforts have been made in the past to 
have Atlanta placed on a basis correspond- 
ing with the rates to other distributing 
points in the south. These efforts met with 
small success, but there is a determination 
to try once more and to go at it and keep at 
it long enough to bring rates down to 2 
more reasonable basis. 8 

Some of the merchants suggest one policy 
and others another. The wholesale grocers 
feel the heavy freight rates more than any 
ether set of merchants, Groceries are 50 
heavy that the freight is an important item. 

Indeed, a reduction of 10 per cent on 
freight would give the grocers a fair profit. 
Atlanta’s grocers are noted for their en- 
erZy and shrewd business qualifications. 
Were it not for their untiring work At 
lanta would not begin to command the 
trade over the large territory that is hers. 
Their success is due entirely to their su- 
perior cleverness in selling and pushing busi- 
ness and not to any favors from the rail- 
roads. As a matter of fact the rates have 
been against them ever since the war. 

The railroad men admit in private that 
certain other cities have advantages over 
Atlanta but the traffic managers plead now 
that they cannot afford to reduce rates be- 
cause business is too dull. 

Everybody favors a special meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce to discuss the 
matter and decide upon some plan to pur- 
sue. One suggestion was to take rates on 
a certain class of freight and go about 
getting them reduced before taking up au- 
other class. It was the old idea of break- 
ing the sticks one at a time instead of try- 
ing to break the bundle all together. That 
is said to be the way other cities have se- 
cured the favorable rates they enjoy. A 
railroad man explains it in this way: Sup- 
pose a large building like the Equitable 
was being put up. A special rate on a cer- 
tain commodity as, for instance, glass, 
would be asked and granted. Then that 
rate would be kept. in that way rates on 
many articles would be brought down even- 
tually.” 

Mr. Green T. Dodd, in talking the matter 
over yesterday, favored a meeting of the 
business men to see what can be done. 

Mr. Meador, of Oglesby & Meador, said 
that it is time for the merchants to get to- 
gether and take some action. 

Mr. Frank Block said that Atlanta ought 
to have lower rates and that a meeting of 
the business men would be the way to get 
at it. Mr. Block also made the suggestion 
that Georgians ought to patronize home 
manufactures more instead of buying 80 
much away from home. 

“Tf you build up home industries we will 
get advantages in freight in that way and 
at the same time add largely to our wealth. 
Georgia has a great diversity of manu- 
factures, Atlanta has a good long list. We 
could soon double the invested capital in 
home manufactures if we would all buy ar- 
ticles made at home. Not only what we 
wear but what we eat and use in our build- 
ings and general trade.” 

Mr. Block practices what he preaches, 
and always buys Georgia made goods when 
they can be obtained. 

Mr. Aaron Haas thought that good might 
come of concerted action by the merchants, 
but he recalled attempts made in the past to 
get lower rates which were failures. The 
best thing for Atlanta, he believes, would 
be for the men with money to invest more 
of it in manufactures and less in houses 
and real estate. Money invested in fac- 
tories not only pays interest on itself, pro- 
vided the factories are successfully run, 
but it assists in increasing the value of real 
estate. 

Mr. David H. Dougherty favored action 
by the Chamber of Commerce, and so did 
Captain W. H. Brotherton and representa- 
tives of the Keely Company and other 
firms. 

One gentleman suggested mat if all the 
merchants would ship by one line from cer- 
tain points that other roads would prob- 
ablv offer a lower rate to get back some of 
the trade, 

This idea suggested another that the lines 
from the different large cities be given the 
privilege of making secret bids on the en- 
tire volume of traflic controlled by Atlanta 
from such points, The plan would be for 
twenty or fifty merchants to average their 
yearly freight from New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Chicago and other cities and have 
the railroads bid on 100 cars or 500 cars 
from 8 cities,

ed by mental pain, the once gallant and 
honored southern gentleman languisbes 
away his few remaining days upon earth. 
While he professes not to have lost hope of 
reprieve or a remission of the death pen- 
alty—a hope which he builds upon the ef- 
forts of his heroic wife and her loving 
daughters—there can hardly be a doubt 
that, in his heart of hearts, he feels that 
the die is cast and that he will have to 
meet a murderer’s doom. 

Oolonel H. Clay King, the assassin of 
Lawyer David H. Poston, his long-time 
associate at the bar and friend in private 
life, is or was, prior to the troubles which 
have fallen upon him, a kind, genial, but 
sharp and nervous acting gentleman; the 
type of a Kentucky man of education and 
position, who was able to point to a bril- 
liant record as a soldier and a grand repu- 
tation as a lawyer and jurist. He was 
born in Kentucky in 1831, but has resided 
and practiced law in Memphis for the past 
thirty years, accumulating considerable 
property by his work as an advocate and 
having the premier practice in the city. 
But it was not merely as a brilliant pleader 
that Colonel King won his way to. the 
leading position in the state bar association, 
but by his reputation as the author of 
“King’s Digest of Tennessee Laws,” a 
standard work which has not only been 
accepted as final in its authority in scores 
of cases of great interest, but which was 
quoted and used against him in his own 
trial. 

Colonel King won his reputation as a 
soldier and his rank in the service by sheer 
plick, determination and capacity in the 
confederate army. He not only fought 
well and sactificed much for the confederate 
cause, but he raised a regiment of Ken- 
tucklans which served in General Ryan’s 

_brigade, and won their honors as a brave 
and well-disciplined addition to the strength 
of the army. 

When the war was over Colonel Clay 
King commenced his practice as a lawyer 
and removed to Memphis, where he was 
already well known and respcted. 
Professional business poured in upon him, 
and the care and skill with which he got 
up his eases, and the brilliancy and dash 
with which he argued them, soon won 
him a reputation throughout the state, and 
made his services much sought after, and, 
at the same time, increased his income and 
multiplied his wealth. 

Generous and free handed, Colonel King 
‘liked’ to live well and enjoy the prosperity 
1 d by his talents, and he entered 
41 te auto social life, but it was not un- 
til Mrs. Pillow had crossed his path and be- 
come a blight upon his reputation that he 
developed dissipated tastes and sought re- 
lief from his trouble in strong drink. 

David H. Poston was a Tennesseean by 
birth, instincts snd education, and was 
eo of his native town, Memphis, where 

e had wn up, studied law and won an 
honorable position at the bar. For years 
he had been the personal friend and pro- 
fessional associate of the man who shot 
him down, and they had fought together 
on the same side or opposed each other in 
scores of cases in which they had been re- 
tained as associate or opposing counsel. 
His specialty was cases involving compli- 
cated titles, real estate and land transfers 
and in this class of work he had won a 
high name for shrewdness and clever man- 
agement. And his war record, as a con- 
federate soldier, was the equal of Colonel 
King’s, he having been severely wounded 
in the battle of Perryville, in 1 

fter the war was over and he had re- 
. govered from the effects of his wound, Pos- 
ton went back to Memphis and hung out 
bis shingle as a lawyer, soon building up 
a practice, to which he gave an at- 
tention and skill which placed him on 
the way to fortune. -In 1 he was mar- 
tied to Miss Rieves, who died after 
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MRS. GIDHON J. PILLOW. 


This woman is the central figure and pos- 
itive cause from which sprang the whole 
tragedy. She is a handsome, determined- 
looking woman of haughty bearing and ex- 
clusive manner. Past the middle age of 
life, she is well preserved and young look- 
ing, and, in a certain sense, would be pro- 
nounced a matured beauty. She is a na- 
tive of Mississippi, and commenced her mut- 
rimonial experience as the wife of a man 
named Trigg. After his death she capt- 
ured and married General Gideon J. Fil- 
low, the confederate commander, who 
stood sponsor for Fort Pillow, the_ place 
where it is charged that General Forrest 
was responsible for the slaughter of the 
negroes during the sanguinary struggle. 
Since General Pillow’s death his widow 
lived in dignified seclusion and blameless 
life until Colonel King came upon the scene 

their names became associated in ru- 
mors of scandal and in joint defiance of the 
proprieties and public opinion. 

At that time Colonel King had invested 
a good deal of money in the purchase of 
farming lands in Arkansas and Tennessee, 
the management of which he had entrusted 
to Lee Thornton, a young lawyer. This 
man ‘Thornton introduced Colonel King to 
his Delilah of sorrow, Mary E. Pillow, 
who wanted to entrust some business to 
him. There is a deep suspicion that this 
introduction had been prearranged and that 
Thornton was merely used as a means of 
giving Mrs. Pillow a chance of forming 
the acquaintance of and throwing her si- 
ren influence ‘around Colonel Clay. Be this 
as it may it was the beginning of an ac- 
quaintance which passed through various 
stages of passion, intrigue, violated confi- 
dence, ruptured home ties, hatred and 
death, and which has developed into one 
of the most startling criminal episodes that 
ever stirred the state and amazed the 
country. 

With Mrs. Pillow's 
the scene Colonel King 
changed man, and it is claimed 
that their love for each other sprang 
into existence and was made manifest at 
their first meeting, In one moment the 
love and esteem in which he had held his 
wife and family were swept away. To 
him the siren widow came as a new revela- 
tion, and every instinct of honor, manhood 
and self-respect withered in the hot breath 
of illicit love which raged within him. 

They immediately combined their inter- 
ests in the Arkansas property, and in other 
ways showed that their lives were identi- 
cal. He installed the new mistress of his 
heart in a handsome mansion in Memphis, 
where he had hitherto lived in peace with 
his own family. For her sake he deserted 
wife and children, after treating them with 
a harshness and cruelty as new as it was 
shameless, and he even went so far as to 
endeavor to obtain a divorce from the wo- 
man who had been so true a wife to him 
and such a tender mother to his children. 

There is hardly a doubt that the separa- 
tion was brought about by financial jeal- 
ousies of each other. Colonel King’s infat- 
uation was not so great but that he saw, 
or thought he saw, that the woman was 
more anxious about getting a solid grip on 
his property than she was of preserving 
his affection; while she probably felt that 
in deeding his property to.her, with a string 
to it in the shape of a solemn promise not 
to file the deed for record until after his 
death, he was only -holding the werd of 
promise to her ear and meant to break it 
to her hopes whenever it suited him to be- 
come .tired of her: Anyhow, that was the 
rock upon which they split, and when Colo- 
nel g knew that she had violated her 
promise and made his generosity & matter 
of record, war was declared and the mutual 
admiration game came to an abrupt end. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Pillow claimed 
that if she had become possessed of Colonel 
King’s Arkansas property, it was only 
equitade and proper that she should do so, 
seeing that she had loaned him the money, 
$10,000, with which he had purchased it 
and that she had, in other ways, assisted 
him and made him her debtor to as large 
or even larger amount than ‘would be eov- 
as By the property which he had deeded 
to her. 

This put Colonel King upon his defense. 
If it was true, as charged by Mrs. Pillow, 
that the property had been passed over to 
her in satisfaction of just and legal claims, 
which she had for pecuniary help given to 
iim in his times of need, it knocked the 
bottom out of his charge that she had

mfinence and wicked wiles. Indeed, it 
ra made him appear as a bläckmailer 
upon a woman's shame, and an ingrate to 
one who had helped as well as loved him, 
and it was to vindicate each other by 
mutual recrimination that they went into 
court and asked the equity judges to give 
them clean bills of health. 

On May 11, 1889, Colonel King opened 
the ball by filing a bill in chancery against 
Mrs. Pillow and her two children to re- 
eover the deeded lands, in which the facts 
before stated were put forth and the allega- 
tion made that Mrs. Pillow was living 
upon and in possession of the Arkansas 
32 improperly obtained from Colonel 
King, and now in litigation. In answer to 
this Widow Pillow pleaded the $10,000 
loan and that the property had been deeded 
to her in settlement of that claim. Still fur- 
ther. she claimed that her character had 
been impeached and her reputation injured 
by Colonel King’s charges and insinuations, 
and she asked for $10,000 damages against 
him on that score. 

Interwoven into these cross bills and their 
counter replies were serious personal alle- 
gations discreditable alike to each party to 
the suit and redolent of scandals and dis- 
closures for a censorious world. The case 
was a sensation in its every aspect and the 
disclosures made were as shocking as they 
were unexpected, neither side sparing the 
other in its efforts to blacken it. Finally. 
the court gave a verdict in favor of Colonel 
King as to the title and ownership of the 
land. and against Mrs. Pillow in her suit 
for damages, thus practically substantiating 
King’s claim that he had been victimized 
by an adventuress and fleeced by a woman 
in whom he had confided. f

Poston held out his hand to his old frined, 
but it was dashed aside, and King, placing 
the muzzle of a hea-ry revolver against Pos- 
ton’s body, pulled the trigger and sent a 
bullet clear through his victim. It was 
a cowardly shot and as deadly as cowardly. 
Poston staggered but a few paces and fell 
into the arms of a friend. e was carried 
home and died on the second day after 
receiving his wound. 

King had fired the fatal shot he 
made no effort to escape, but gave himself 
up to the authorities. . The excitement 
around the scene of the tragedy was intense 
and threats of lynching became so ominous 
that the wretched prisoner begged to be 
permitted to retain his revolver for self-de- 


fense until he reached the shelter of the 


jail, and this privilege was accorded him. 

Two days afterward Poston died. It 
was only through the efforts of VPostons 
family and nearest friends that King was 
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DAVID H. POSTON. 


not lynched at.the time of the murder. King 
was placed upon trial at the criminal court 
in Memphis July 1st. The trial lasted until 
July 8d, when a verdict of murder in the 
first degree was returned and King was 
sentenced to be hanged November 6th, The 
case was appealed through all its processes 
and a new trial sought, but in April last the 
supreme court refused the application and 
held that the conviction was good. 

July 7th the death sentence was repassed 
by Judge Lurton at Jackson, and King was 
remanded to jail to await execution on Au- 
gust 12th.

She Will Be Sent to New Orleans to & 
Reform Home Today or Tomorrow. 
Yates Bowles’s Story. 


Today or tomorrow Yates Bowles will 
be sent to New Orleans and placed in the 
home for the reform of fallen girls in that 
city. 
She is the young sixteen-year-old daugh- 
ter of B. G. Bowles, of Lady Lake, Fia., 
who came to Atlanta two weeks ago search- 
ing for a young German who had betrayed 
her. She reached here penniless and worn 
out with travel and worry, as was told in 
The Constitution at the time, and applied 
to Acting Chief of Police Wright for aid 
in getting a ticket to Louisville, Ky., where 
she wanted to go and find her betrayer. 
Captain Wright took charge of the young 
girl until he could find out something 
about her. and sent her to the Home for the 
Friendless. Ile at once wrote to the 
girl's father and received a reply stating 
that he was unable to pay his daughter's 
fare hack home and begging Captain 
Wright to send her back. The let- 
ter was a most pathetic one and readily en- 
listed the sympathy of the detectives in 
the young girl's behalf. The story of her 
misfortune was published in The Constitu- 
tion and over $30- was sent to Captain 
Wright to defray the expenses of sending 
the unfortunate girl back to her father. 

But the girl refused to go. She burst 
into a sterm of weeping when the matter 
was suggested to her. | 

„Oh, how could I do it?“ she sobbed. 
How could I go back to father and dis- 
grace him after he has done so much for 
me? 1 couldn't face him nor sister. I 
couldn’t bear it—it would -kill me.” 

The slight, red-cheeked, rosy-lipped young 
girl, who should still be in school, N 
and shook with emotion, as the picture 0 
her Florida home passed before her mental 
Vision. To see one so young in such terri- 
ble distress was sad indeed, 

“I wish I could go back,” she went on, 
“and be just like 1 used to be when papa 
and sister loved me so and never thought 
of wrong in me. They would do anything 
for me, because I was the baby, and mam- 
ma was dead. I was so happy then and 
everything went so smoothly. But I will 
never be happy again—never! If I were 
to go back the neighbors would slight papa 
—and 1 couldn't bear to think that it was 
on my account.“ ; 

Captain Wright wrote to the -girl’s fa- 
ther telling him of her utter refusal to re- 
turn home. He said that it would be use- 
less to put her on the train as she would 
not go. 

Yesterday Captain Wright received a 
second letter from Mr. Bowles. It was the 
last despairing effort of a loving and heart- 
broken father, and after expressing him- 
self in the saddest of terms that his 
daughter had refused to return he asked 
that she be sent to the home in New Or- 
leans. for the reform of fallen girls. He 
had offered to do all in his power for the 
girl and was willing to bear the disgrace 
if she would only come back. 

“She was deceived,“ he wrote. “She was 
so young and she believed every word that 
Neuber told her. 1 forbade him my house, 
but she would see him.“ 

He enclosed a letter to his daughter in 
which he: told her of the directions he had 

iven as to her going to the home in New 

rleans,
